nings Bryan, the man who absolutely 
controlled 
the Democratic national 
convention, did not intend to take a 
prominent part in the work of the con­ 
vention according to a statement giv- 
|en out by him today. 


He explained that hi- original plan 
was not to have appeared at the con­ 
vention until after it had nominated a 
ticket. 
Then he intended to come to 
the hall and make a speech, pledging 
himself to support the nominees. 


He insisted that he would have car­ 
ried out his program but for the fact 
that tile subcommittee o f the national 
committee selected Alton Parker for 
temporary 
chairman. 
That 
action 
caused him to take the ste ps that had 
given him the center of the stage. 
“ Not only did I come here with no 
idea of being a candidate, hut I came 
with the purpo-e of taking only a 
minor part. 
In fart, I had consider­ 
ed the matter of not appearing at all 
Until after the nomination had been 
made, and then to come only to make 
a speech in favor of the nominee, 
“ It was in pursuance of this plan 
that I wrote three weeks in advance 
of the convention to the subcommittee 
and without naming a chairmanship 
candidate suggested that they consult 
with (Mark and Wilson and if possible 
elect a chairman on whom they could 


agree. 
“ When I learned from two members 
of the committee that Parker had been 
selected 
I 
protested 
to 
Chairman 
Mack. 
I then telegraphed tin* pro­ 
gressive candidates, a-king them to 
join in opposing the election of Pa rk ­ 
er. 
Wilson was the only one w h o an­ 
nounced that he would oppose Pa rk ­ 
er.

Th* re was some expectation that 
the conferences of the recess had re­

understanding 
among the managers at least and that 
a nomination could 
he had before 
morning. 
But when the roll call on 
the thirty-fifth ballot was fairly under 
way it was se» n that there was no im­ 
mediate prospect of it. being realized 
There were no other changes from the 
previous hallot, except 
that 
Wilson 
gained a vote in Wisconsin a# l an­ 
other vote in Alaska. 
A h the thirty-sixth ballot was begun 
the leaders were in conference on the 
floor, but they were making no pro­ 
gress that was apparent. The Missou­ 
rians had lost a lot of their pepper. 
They had been shouting in chorus 
whenever their time came to record 
their vote, and usually they tailed a 
cheer after the announcement. 
But 
now they were merely grunting out 
the vote and wasting no energy in 
cheers. 
Ollle Jam es having some bus­ 
iness on the floor, 
turned over the 
gavel to Senator O’Gorman of New 
York. 
Senator O’Gorman was roundly 
cheered when he showed on the plat­ 
form. 
The thirty-sixth ballot was without 
Interest or little change. 
Connecticut 
shifted four votes from Clark to Un­ 
derwood on the thirty-eighth ballot. 
At 10:10 o'clock the Illinois delega­ 
tion bad a caucus. 
The general Im­ 
pression was that Illinois intended to 
bolt to Wilson. 
It was also said that 
the Wilson men were planning a stam­ 
pede on the thirty-ninth hallot. 
Again 
there was much excitement in the hall. 
For the first time there was a break 
in Colorado's tw elve for Clark, one 
delegate voting for 
Wilson. 
There 
was 
loud 
cheering 
when 
Wilson 
grabbed two more delegates in Iowa 
Humors of a general break were fly­ 
ing about the hall. 
The fortieth ballot was begun with 
the same hopeless situation confront­ 
ing the delegates. 
Ohio varied the 
proceedings by introducing the name 
of Mayor Oaynor, taking away another 
of Harmon’s sparse following. 
Prom 
Virginia one of W ilso n’s votes went to 
Bryan, and there was a shout from the 
commoner’s friends. 
The forty-second 
ballot proceeded with little change, 
though a joker from Iowa exploded the 
biggest laugh of the convention. 
It 
cast a vote for none other than the 
Honorable J. Hamilton I^ewis, who at 
that time held the gavel. 
There was 
as much applause as had been turned 
loose for either W ilson or Clark, and 
.1 Ham lowered his head modestly un­ 
til the hurrah died out. 
His eves 
twinkled as he announced the vote. 
This, the final hallot of 
the night, 
stood: 
Wilson. 494; Underwood, 104; 
Harmon. 27: Foss, 28; Kern, 1; Gay 
nor. 1; Bryan, % ; James, 1; Lewis, 
1; Absent, H i Clark. 430. 
The con­ 
vention then, at 12 45 o’clock, adjourn­ 
ed until noon today.

RIOTOUS SCENE AT CONVENTION 


W hen the Commoner Sought Chair­ 


man of the Missouri Delegation to 


Demand Explanation Fo r a Taunting

Baltimore, 
Ju ly 
2.— W illiam 
Jen ­ 
nings Bryan was threatened with per­ 
sonal violence and almost mobbed on 
the floor of the convention by the Mis­ 
souri delegation. 
Fists flew through 
the air and it was the most disorderly 
scene thus far. 
Bryan, white with an­ 
ger, finally sought safety on the speak­ 
er's platform. 
The Missouri delega 
tion, incensed because of Bryan's pub­ 
lic denunciation of Champ Clark, and 
angry because the Wilson forcf s had 
taken the lead in the voting away 
from Clark, 
made 
a 
demonstration 
against Bryan, using a banner with an 
inscription 
which 
quoted 
Bryan 
as 
saying that Clark was an incorruptible 
man with a life above reproach. 
They 
flaunted the banner in the face of Bry­ 
an, carrying it right to the Nebras­ 
kan's 
delegation. 
The 
Missourians 
shook their fists in B ryan ’s face, took 
a fan away from him which he subse­ 
quently recovered, talked of lynching 
him and said bitter words to him. Fist 
fights followed and the police with 
difficulty separated the combatants. 
When calm had been restored Chair­ 
man Ollle Jam es announced that here­ 
after any person who carried a banner 
on tin floor of the convention would 
he arrested as the banners of the can­ 
didates have been productive of wild 
scenes. 
It was some time before the 
uproar entirely subsided. 
A personal apology later was made 
to W illiam J. Bryan by former Gover­ 
nor David R. Francis of Missouri, who 
said he was not in the convention hall 
when Clark adherents placed in front 
of the Nebraskan a banner hearing 
Mr. Bryan ’s former eulogistic estimate 
of the speaker. 
Mr Francis said the 
action of the men handling the banner 
was an indignity, and expressed the 
opinion that it would not have hap- 
pened had he been {»resent.

WANTS TO KNOW 


C alifo rnia Senator Ask* Investigation 


of Alleged Corruption. 


Washington, 
Ju ly 
2.— The 
senate 
had a short lived but acute sensation 
over a resolution introduced by Sena­ 
tor W orks of California, a progressive 
Republican, calling for the appoint­ 
ment of a special committee of four 
Republicans and three Democrats to 
make investigation of charges of the 
use of money and alleged corruption 
in the recent pre-convention contest 
in both the Democratic and Republi­ 
can parties. 
Mr W orks’s resolution asks also for 
an Inquiry as to the amount of time 
spent by members of the senate and 
other 
government officials 
and 
em­ 
ployes in doing political work for the 
respective candidates. 
He made a 
bitter attack upon President Taft, to 
whom he referred as the “ alleged can­ 
didate of the Republican party.” 
Mr. 
Work« said he did not intend to sup­ 
port the nominee of the party, but ad­ 
ded that he was not in favor of the 
third party movement. 
Senator Heyburn of Idaho in reply 
declared that a member of the senate 
should not make charges against his 
colleagues without furnishing proof of 
his statements.

by two souls, when Harriet Quimby cf 
New York, prem ier aviatrice of this 
continent, and W illia m A. P W illard 
of this city, m anager of the third meet 
on the Harvard field, were hurled a 
thousand 
feet 
into 
Dorchester hay 
from Miss Q uim by’s 
Blériot of the 
most recent war type, and instantly 
killed. 
Instantly an admiring, applauding 
gathering of more than 5,000 people 
was thrown into a hysterical mass. 
J Women 
shrieked 
and 
men 
jumped 
from their seats in a mad frenzy. The 
orderly stands in a moment were a 
seething mass as the crowds tried to 
rush to the western edge of the field 


j on Dorchester bay, where the hod’es 
had been seen to catapault into the 
bay about twenty feet from the shore, 
j 
At the time of the accident Miss 
Quimby was getting all she could out 
of her powerful 70-horse-power motor 
in an effort to break the record made 
by Claude Grahame-White for a flight 
i to Boston light and return with a pas- 
sencrr 
She had been to the light, re­ 
turned to the field, and circled it once 
and was on her last lap of the course 
I when the accident happened. 
Grace­ 
fully the trim-looking plane sped about 
the field at a rate estimated at he 
tween sixty and seventy miles an hour 
High above her M iss Blanche Scott 
was gracefully circling the field in her 
Martin biplane 
and 
gazing intently 
down at the pair in the monoplane. 
Observers suddenly saw that some 
thing out of the ordinary was about 
to happen. 
The machine faltered for 
a minute, the nose pointed earthward, 
and then like a shot from a cannon. 
W illard was hurled out over the motor 
with both hands outstretched in the 
manner of a diver, and started down­ 
ward at a frightful rate. 
Just a few 
seconds later the horrified throng saw 
the woman pulled out of her seat and 
into the air, following the same course 
taken by W illard. 
Both shot down 
ward at terrific speed, turning somer 
saults in the air, and they struck the 
water about twenty feet apart. 
Down through space went the ma­ 
chine minus the guiding hand of its 
fair operator, with the motors whirring 
and 500 feet from where the bodies of 
the two passengers had landed on the 
water's surface, the machine landed 
bottom side up and floated and then 
was brought to shore. 
From the Savin H ill Yacht club a 
fleet of motor boats raced to the scene 
and brought the bodies to the shore 
In the opinion of the doctors both 
w’ere 
dead 
before 
they struck 
the 
water. 
Numerous cuts and bruises 
covered each and there were many 
crushed bones. 
There is probably no 
person who w ill ever be able to tell 
what caused the accident, but some 
are inclined to the belief that the tail 
control broke, for it suddenly pointed 
upward into the air and then the fated 
occupants of the machine shot out. 
Miss Quimby was born at Arroyo 
Grande, Cal., M ay 1, 1884. 
W hile still 
in her teens she began to write for 
newspapers 
in 
San 
Francisco 
and 
made several trips abroad for various 
publications. 
M iss Quimby was the 
first woman to fly for a pilot’s license 
In May of last year she became a pupil 
In the Moissant school at Mlneola, L. 
I., and made her qualifying flights on 
Aug. 2 of the same year. She not only 
fulfilled the requirements, but set up 
a world'« record for accurate landing 
with a monoplane. 
It had always been 
her boast that she had never had an 
accident in the air, and by her skill­ 
ful driving she had been able to over­ 
come perilous situations on several oc­ 
casions. 
Miss Quim by always main­ 
tained that a flying machine was as 
safe as an automobile as long as one 
was careful. H er most notable achieve­ 
ment was a flight across the English 
channel 
from 
Dover, 
England, 
to 
Hardelot, France. 
Miss Quimby is the fourth woman to 
meet death in an aeroplane accident. 
A few weeks ago Mrs. Julia Clark, an­ 
other licensed woman pilot, was killed 
at Springfield, 111. 
The other two 
were Miss Denise Moore, an American 
girl, who v» is killed near Baris, and 
Miss Su.ar.ne Bernard, a French avi- 
atriee.
